DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title and application.—(1) These rules may be 

called the Rice Grading and Marking Rules, 1996. 

(2; They shall apply to Rice (Oryza sativa L.). 

(з) They shall come into force from the date of theii 

notification in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.—In these rules, unless, rhe context other¬ 
wise requires ;— 

(i) “Agricultural Marketing Adviser” means the Agri¬ 
cultural Marketing Adviser to the Government of 
India; 

(и) "Authorised packer” means a person or body of 

persons who has (have) been granted a Certificate 
of Authorisation to grade and mark rice in accord¬ 
ance with the grade standards specified in these 
rules; 

dii) "Certificate of Authorisation” means a certificate 
issued under the piovisions of the General Grading 
and Marking Rules, 1988 authorising a person or a 
body of persons tc grade and mark rice with the 
grade designation mark; 

(iv) ‘‘General Grading and Marking Rules” means the 
General Grading and Marking Rules, 1988 made 
under section 3 of the Agi icultural Produce (Grading 
and Marking) Act. 1937 (1 of 1937); 

(v) “Schedule” means a Schedule appended to these rules; 

(vi) “Rice” means whole or broken kernels of species 
Oryza saliva L. from which the husks (hulls) have 
been removed; 

(vii) "Paddy Rice” means rice kernels retaining its 
husk after threshing; 

(viii) "Raw Rice” means rice, the starch of which has 
not been gelatinised by artificial means; 

(ix) “Hand pounded/husked/brown rice” means husked 
rice which has not been subjected to milhne o- 
polishing. The process of husking and handling 
may result in some loss of bran; 


(>.) “Milled Rice” means rice obtained after milling 
which includes removing nil or part of the bran and 
germ from the kernel; 

(vi) "Parboiled Rice” means rice, the staich of which 
has been fully gelatinised by soaking paddy or 
husked rice in water followed by heat treatment 
and a drying process: 

(\ii) "Whoie kernel" means rice keinel without any bro¬ 
ken part; 

(xiii) “Head kernel” means rice kernel of length greater 
than or equal to three-quarters of the average length 
of the corresponding whole kernel; 

(xiv) “Btoken kernel'' means rice kernels less than three 
quarters and upto one-quarter of the average length 
of the corresponding whole kernel; 

(xv) “Fragments” means prices of rice kernels loss than 

one quartei of the average length of the whole 
kernel; 

(xvi) “Damaged and discoloured kernel” means rice kernel, 

whole or broken, showing obv.ous deterioration due 
to moisture, pest, disease or other causes, but ex¬ 
cluding neat damaged kernels; 

(xvii) “Chalky kernel” means rice kernel whole or broken, 
except for glutinous rice, of which at least three- 
quarters of the surface has an opaque and floury 
appearance: 

(xvnit “pecks” mean rice kernels, whole or broken, of 
parboiled rice of which more than one-quarter of 
the surface is dark brown of black in colour; 


(xix) "Red keinel” means rice kernel whole or broken, 
with a red-coloured pericarp covering more than 
one-quarter of their surface, but excluding heat- 
damaged kernels; 

t.xx) “Gieen and immature kernels” mean rice kernels, 
whole or broken, which are unripe and/or under 
developed; 

(xxi) "Weevilled kernels” mean rice kernels which are 
partially of wholly bored ot eaten by weevils or 
other grain insects; 

(xxii) “Foreign matter” means organic and inorganic com¬ 
ponents other than kernels of rice, whole or broken;
